To  the  Stockholders  of  the 

Mercantile  Library  Company  : 

The  advent  of  our  nation’s  Centennial  Year  witnesses  our  Library  still 
pursuing  its  steady  career  of  prosperity.  It  is  with  no  sense  of  disparage¬ 
ment  to  our  less  fortunate  competitors  for  usefulness  that  we  are  enabled 
to  make  so  favorable  a  statement  as  that  to  which  we  now  call  your 
attention. 

The  statistical  tables  embodied  in  this  report  develop  the  encouraging 
facts  that  in  a  period  of  unusual  business  depression,  while  all  the  indus¬ 
tries  of  the  country  at  large  as  well  as  our  own  immediate  community 
have  been  most  injuriously  affected,  the  practical  appreciation  of  the 
advantages  which  the  Library  affords  is  manifested  by  increased  member¬ 
ship,  and  as  a  consequence  increased  receipts  from  all  the  ordinary  sources 
of  revenue. 

The  recent  reports  of  many  of  the  important  libraries  of  the  country 
exhibit,  on  the  contrary,  that  they  are  suffering  to  some  extent  in  common 
with  other  interests  from  the  great  depression  referred  to,  and  they  show 
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not  only  diminished  income,  but  in  many  cases  a  large  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  members  and  a  diminished  rate  of  increase  of  their  literary 
stores.

It  is  a  matter  of  great  difficulty  to  obtain,  as  is  desirable  for  purposes 
of  comparison,  reliable  statistics  of  libraries  in  foreign  countries  ;  but  from 
the  best  sources  of  information  obtainable,  we  learn  that  there  are  in 
Europe  sixty-one  collections  larger  than  our  own,  in  Asia  two,  and  in 
America  five,  being  in  all  sixty  eight.  A  year  ago  the  number  was 
seventy-seven,  and  the  previous  year  a  hundred  and  one.  Nearly  all  of 
these,  however,  are  either  government  institutions  supported  by  public 
appropriations,  or  they  have  been  endowed  with  large  gifts  and  bequests. 
Some  of  them  partake  of  both  means  of  support.  Indeed,  after  a  careful 
examination  of  the  matter,  it  is  doubtful  whether  there  is  more  than  one 
of  them  organized  on  anything  approaching  the  same  basis  as  our  own, 
and  that  is  an  American  Institution.  We  are  really,  however,  in  a  more 
prosperous  condition  than  this  latter,  for  while  its  present  number  of 
volumes  is  greater,  the  fact  that  during  the  last  four  years  its  increase  has 
been  but  27,869  volumes,  while  that  of  our  library  has  been  60,073  (net) 
volumes,  shows  that  we  are  rapidly  gaining  on  it,  and  will  soon  overtake  it. 

Preparatory  to  taking  proceedings  against  delinquent  members,  it  was 
thought  advisable,  particularly  in  view  of  the  present  financial  depression, 
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to  exhaust  every  mild  measure  within  our  reach;  and  accordingly  a 
circular  with  that  object  in  view  was  mailed  to  every  delinquent  whose 
address  could  be  found,  and  it  had  the  effect  of  restoring  a  very  consid¬ 
erable  number  of  them  to  the  active  use  of  the  Library  and  to  good 
standing  on  its  books. 

It  was  considered  advisable  however  to  extend  no  further  indulgence  to 
those  who  had  allowed  themselves  to  become  considerably  in  arrears,  and 
who  had  not  come  forward  in  response  to  the  overtures  of  the  Board,  and 
accordingly  the  shares  of  929  of  them  were  declared  forfeited.  This 
action  reduces  the  apparent  membership,  but  the  reduction  is  apparent 
only ;  for  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  delinquents  were  all  included 
in  the  number  of  members  reported  a  year  ago.  The  real  basis  of  com¬ 
parison  is  the  relative  amount  received  from  annual  taxes,  and  this  shows 
a  marked  increase.

These  figures  form  the  only  basis  on  which  we  can  frame  an  estimate  of 
the  very  lai’ge  use  of  the  Library  made  by  readers  within  the  building, 
and  this  in  our  Library  is  a  most  important  element  to  be  considered  in 
that  connection;  for  in  other  American  libraries  almost  all  the  use  of  the 
books  is  represented  by  the  statistics  of  circulation  for  home  reading. 

The  large  amount  of  binding  and  re-binding  rendered  necessary  by  the 
excessive  wear  and  tear  of  our  books  has  caused  us  for  a  long  time  to 
consider  the  propriety  of  the  establishment  of  a 

BINDERY 

of  our  own  in  the  building.  Several  other  large  libraries  had  already 
done  so,  and  after  correspondence,  and  visits  to  some  of  them,  it  was 
finally  decided,  after  mature  deliberation,  that  it  would  be  advantageous 
for  us  to  take  the  same  step.  Accordingly,  in  April,  one  of  the  rooms 
was  fitted  up  for  that  purpose,  a  binder  and  the  necessary  assistants  were 
appointed,  and  the  experiment,  under  proper  care  and  management, 
cannot,  we  feel  assured,  be  other  than  a  success. 

PERIODICALS  AND  NEWSPAPERS. 

Our  list  of  Periodicals  and  Newspapers  remains  substantially  the  same, 
except  that  some  few  new  ones  of  merit  have  been  added  to  the  list.  The 
frequency  of  applications  on  the  part  of  members  for  favorite  papers 
suggests  the  remark  that  because  these  requests  are  not  all  complied  with 
it  should  not  be  assumed  that  they  do  not  receive  proper  consideration  ; 
but  it  would  be  impossible,  having  due  regard  to  the  other  requirements 
of  library  administration,  to  take  affirmative  action  in  regard  to  all  of 
them.  Our  rooms  are  now  in  receipt  of  a  larger  number  of  these  publi¬ 
cations  than  any  other  in  the  country,  perhaps  in  the  world,  and  many 
judicious  friends  of  the  Library  think  the  number  should  be  diminished, 
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but  tbe  difficulty  is  in  discriminating :  those  which  one  person  may  wish 
discontinued  because  they  do  not  interest  him.  others  may  desire  very 
strongly.  The  following  table  contains  the  usual  statistics  on  the  subject :

WILLIAMSON  LANDS. 

Nothing  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  disposing  of  these  lands,  or  of  the 
timber  growing  on  them,  as  the  state  of  the  lumber  trade  would  not 
warrant  us  in  throwing  them  upon  the  market.  The  survey  referred  to 
in  the  last  report  was  completed,  and  a  very  valuable  map  of  the  grounds 
has  been  made  for  the  Library  by  Mr.  Clarence  M.  Bennett,  a  graduate 
of  the  Polytechnic  College.  The  map  may  be  seen  in  the  main  library 
room,  and  on  it  are  represented  in  detail  the  geological  and  other  features 
necessary  to  give  a  full  knowledge  of  every  portion  of  the  tract. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  Library  has  obliged  us  to  find  additional  shelf- 
room  for  the  books  constantly  being  added  to  our  stock.  All  the  available 
space  in  the  main  library  room  being  occupied  by  cases,  and  the  overflow 
crowded  into  the  apartments  used  as  work  rooms,  the  Board,  after  very 
careful  consideration,  determined  to  construct  a  gallery  over  the  two  lower 
reading  rooms,  and  to  supply  it  with  a  sufficient  number  of  cases  for 
present  needs.  This  was  accordingly  done  during  the  time  of  the  usual 
Summer  closing,  and  the  shelves  of  the  lower  cases  have  been  very  sensibly 
relieved.  This  gallery  will  probably  contain  a  sufficient  number  of  cases 
for  the  accommodation  of  about  70,000  volumes,  or  nearly  five  years’ 
growth,  estimating  at  the  average  rate  of  the  net  accessions. 

The  responsibilities  connected  with  the  official  management  of  an 
Institution  which  has  attained  the  magnitude,  and  is  progressing  with  the 
speed,  of  the  Mercantile  Library,  are  varied  in  character,  and  weighty 
in  their  importance.  The  necessities  of  the  case  have  devolved  a  large 
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share  of  these  responsibilities,  and  the  labor  growing  out  of  them,  upon 
members  of  the  Board,  who  have  not  merely  exercised  a  general  vigilant 
supervision,  but  have  personally  performed  many  of  the  details  of  ordinary 
routine.  That  we  have  in  everything  been  free  from  errors  of  judgment 
we  do  not  claim ;  but  we  can  affirm  that  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
which  your  partiality  has  entrusted  to  us,  we  have  been  guided  by  an 
earnest  desire  to  guard  your  interests,  promote  your  comfort,  and  diffuse 
useful  knowledge  to  the  widest  extent  within  the  sphere  of  our  powers.
